Whereas most of the new reds are decidedly on the dark side, 
this is much lighter and brighter. Standards light red, infused with 
gold. Falls bright crimson red with a sharply contrasting yellow 
beard. Form much like its seed-parent, The Red Douglas, but color 
is much lighter, reminding one of a flaming fire. A very heavy 
bloomer and a good increaser. Tall well-branched stalks. One of 
the finest reds from the famous Sass Brothers. Yields abundant 
fertile pollen and should be fine for crossing to produce finer reds.

There are so few really good tall Iris that bloom both in the spring 
and in the fall that there is a need for additional fine varieties in 
new colors. I am, therefore, glad to introduce this colorful Iris that 
has been the delight of all who have seen it. Usually blooms at 
Thanksgiving time and is done in festive fall colors. Standards 
blended reddish yellow and bronzy orange. Falls dark crimson, 
with a lighter edge. Excellent branching. A fast increaser, a heavy 
bloomer. Valuable also to hybridizers, as it sets seed, has abundant 
pollen. I find it transmits its fall blooming tendency to its offspring.

Since the majority of 
varieties bloom at midseason, or nearly, you will need to give spe- 
cial thought to provide your garden with a good assortment of both 
the early bloomers and the late ones.

I send you large, husky rhizomes freshly dug from my gardens just 
before shipping to you—not battered half-dried-up plants that have 
been stored in bins. Iris are easy to ship, so no matter where you 
live, I can send you, postpaid, choice Iris that will thrive in your 
garden. I have delighted customers in every state, all through the 
South, through New England, the Lake States and even in Canada. 
My nursery is in the mountains of Northern California, at an eleva- 
tion of nearly 3,000 feet. My stock is all grown out of doors. The 
nursery is often under snow, and the ground remains frozen for 
months at a time. So my stock is fully winter-conditioned, which not 
only hardens it for growth in any state, but puts it through a condi- 
tioning process that makes the rhizomes more floriferous. Most kinds 
of Iris are perfectly hardy—in fact, many of the varieties I grow ori- 
ginated in New England or Canada. If there are a few kinds that 
you are in doubt about for your locality, you can easily grow most 
of them out-of-doors with adequate mulching or soil covering; or 
indoors in pots or window boxes, or in a cold frame. My MANUAL 
tells how. Iris are not particular as to the texture of soil, and most 
kinds will thrive no matter whether you have sandy soil, loam or 
clay. I GUARANTEE my stock to be first quality, true to name, and 
to reach you in first class condition.

SUSIANA—Oncocyclus 


SUSIANA (Mourning Bride Iris) 
This amazing Iris from the Holy Land has been a sensation wher-

ever it has been seen. It is enchanting and wondrous, and may 
always be counted on to bring forth exclamations of amazement and 
delight. The flower is simply enormous, and the startling effect is 
that of a marvelous color symphony in silvery white and black. An 
abundant producer of pollen. One of the parents of Luna and Fair 
Enough. Quite hardy but may need some protection in the coldest 
areas. If you can't make your neighbors Oh! and Ah! with this, 
they're hopeless. 

For exhibition purposes Susiana is superb. I sent this Iris to my 
friend Fisher Harris in Salt Lake City, in the region where so many 
cattle died of the cold and snow. Susiana was grown out of doors. 
In spite of the very severe winter, it bloomed finely. He entered it 
in the Utah Iris Society’s show, and I quote his report verbatim: 

“Tt is an understatement to say that Susiana ‘stole the show.’ We had 
several thousand visitors, no more than a dozen of whom had ever seen 
Susiana or any other pure Onco. The result was that she not only stole 
the show, but, at times and almost literally stopped it, for—though she 
was placed next to the Queen (for which title she was not eligible) — 
no one saw the poor Queen. Instead, the aisle was blocked by those 
delighted and astonished at the exotic beauty of the almost incredible 
Susiana. Believe it or not, she was a full seven inches in diameter.” 


BISMARKIANA (Bismark Iris) $4.00; 3 for $10.00 
Dykes states this is the closest of Oncos to the famous Lortetii, 
though of a somewhat different coloring, which is wholly different 
from Susiana. Standards appear sky-blue, due to numerous blue 
veins on a creamy white ground, becoming creamy brown below. 
Falls brown, with a yellowish ground-work showing at edge. Beard 
violet-black on a yellow ground. Signal patch triangular, velvety 
black: sVE=—9". 

ATROPURPUREA (Crimson-Black Iris) * * $5.00 
A wondrous Iris that is sometimes almost as black as Nigricans, but 
which is usually more tinged with crimson. A smooth, intense color- 
ing, not noticeably veined or dotted. Signal patch intense, velvety 
black. Beard yellow, as in the the area directly under it. One of the 
parents of that choice bronzy Oncogelia Charon and of other inter- 
esting hybrids. See what you can produce by crossing it with the 
Regelias, or perhaps with Bearded Iris. A bold distinctive Iris that 
is sure to command attention. Blooms in March in the wilds near 
Gaza, where Samson is credited with destroying the temple and 
burying the multitude. EE—18”. 

NAZARENA (Nazareth Iris) * * * 

Here is my personal favorite of all Oncos. An absolutely stunning 

bicolor, Standards nicely cupped, gorgeous, glistening white, with 

the faintest of lavender veins. Falls sharply contrasting with the 
standards, rich yellow-cream, heavily covered with raised oval dots 
of dark chocolate brown.
